In all openings and breaks in m acad­ 
amized or other unim proved streets, the finished surface

paid by the person applying for permit in addition to the 
' sum required by Section I 0, a sum equal to l our ($4.00) 
Dollars for each square yard opened or broken. 


SE C T IO N 16. In the case of street surfaces of con­ 
crete, amesite, ashphalt or bitumious mixture penetration 
or similar materials, openings and breaks shall be filled 
and finished as required in Section I 5, and there shall be 
paid by the person applying for permit in addition to the 
sum required by Section IO, a sum equal to Nine ($9.00) 
Dollars for each square yard opened or broken. 


S E C T IO N I 7. TTie surface to be restored shall in all 
cases be one foot wider in all directions than the widest 
part of the excavation, that is, shall extend one foot in 
every direction beyond the outside line or margin of such 
excavation; the same to be m easured and determined by 
the B orough Engineer, or his authorized agent, and the 
a m o u n t to be paid shall be in accordance with such m eas­ 
urements. 


W h e n a n y application is m ade for such permit the 
Borough Engineer, or his authorized representative,

A n y person, firm or corporation who 
shall violate any of the provisions of this ordinance shall, 
upon conviction thereof before the Burgess or any Justice 
of the Peace, forfeit and pay to the I reasurer of the said 
Borough of Bristol, for the use of the said Corporation a 
fine or penalty of O n e H undred ($ 1 0 0 .0 0 ) Dollars for 
each and every offense, and upon judgm ent rendere 
against any such person or persons by su m m a ry convic­ 
tion, or bv proceedings by sum m ons, in default oi the 
p ay m en t of the fine or penalty so imposed such person 
or persons so violating this ordinance shall be sentenced 
and com m itted to the Borough Lock-up for a period no 
exceeding forty-eight ( 4 8 ) hours, or to the County Jail 
for a period not exceeding thirty (3 0 ) days. 


SE C T IO N 20. Nothing in Section 19 of this Ordi- 
nance contained shall be taken or construed as providing 
an exclusive remedy for the violat.cn of the terms .md 
provisions of this ordinance, but the Borough m ay t - * 
recourse to any other action at law or rn equ.ty to restrain 
and prevent the violation thereof. 


S E C T IO N 21. All ordinances or parts of ordinances 
conflicting herewith be and the same are hereby repealed.
